REMARKS

used with any type of wound bandage, such is not true. 

One skilled in the art would not believe that the use of collagen bandages with a 
vacuum system would be feasible due to the fact that one skilled in the art would believe that 
use of the vacuum system would destroy or at least minimize the effectiveness of a collagen 
bandage system which needs adherence to the wound with limited release of absorbed 
exudates.
